Reuters 

Olivia Harrison, wife of Beatle 
George Harrison, said Tuesday 
that some royalties from the 
Beatles’ new song “Free as a Bird” 
will go toa Romanian AIDS charity 
established by the singers’ wives 
and rock star Elton John. Harrison 
was in Bucharest as part of her 
work with the five-year-old 
“Romanian Angel Appeal,” a 
charity set up by herself, Barbara 
Bach Starkey, Linda McCartney, 
Yoko Ono, and John. “We spent 
some $4 million over the past five 
years in many projects,” Harrison 
noted. The founding group was 
inspired by the disturbing images 
of Romanian orphanages after the 
1989 revolution which overthrew 
communist dictator Nicolae 
Ceausescu. The Romanian Angel 
Appeal has focused on renovating 
the filthy buildings that house 
children who have AIDS or are 
disabled. 


QUEEN to donate all royalties 
for World AIDS day - Newswire 
‘More people have AIDS than 
cancer. It is important that young 
people know about it. Informafion 
is the best prevention.’ Four years 
ago, on November 24, 1991, 
Queen lead singer Freddie 
Mercury passed away due to 
AIDS-related causes. Mourned by 
millions around the world, Mercury 
was undoubtedly one of the 
greatest legends the rock world 
has ever known. 


Now Mercury’s presence is once 
more being felt around the world 
with “Made In Heaven,” the new 
Queen album which features 
material recorded in the last 
months of Freddie’s life. The 
album entered the UK charts at 
No. 1 and is currently topping the 
charts in fourteen other countries 
around the world. 

In memory of Freddie and in 
celebration of his life, remaining 
Queen band members John 
Deacon, Brian May and Roger 
Taylor have announced the 
group’s decision to donate to The 
Mercury Phoenix Trustall royalties 
raised on sales of every copy of 
“Made In Heaven” sold in every 
record store throughout the world 
over the 24-hour period of World 
AIDS Day. 


The members of Queen and their 
manager Jim Beach have reached 
agreement with Hollywood 
Records in America and EMI 
Records for the rest of the world 
that record company earnings, in 
addition to the group’s earnings, 
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will go to The Mercury Phoenix Trust, the 
organization set up in Mercury’s name to 
assist in research and care of those living 
with HIV. It is planned that, wherever 
possible, the funds raised on December 1 
will be distributed through local AIDS 
charities. For instance, the Trust has 
linked up with South African cable 
broadcaster MNET whereby the funds 
raised there on December 1 will be 
distributed to The AIDS Foundation of 
South Africa. The funds will be used to 
train staff and nurses at a care center in 
Kwazulu in Natal, set up to take in patients 
being turned away from hospitals in the 
area. 

Elsewhere, since its inception, the Mercury 
Phoenix Trust has provided millions of 
dollars of support to groups throughout 
America, the UK, Japan, India, Uganda, 
Russia and Lithuania 


New AIDS Drugs’ aim is ‘Buying Time’ 
- Miami Herald 

The U.S. Food and Drug Administration 
approved on Thursday the protease 
inhibitor saquinavir, which is now being 
sold by Hoffmann-La Roche under the 
brand name Invirase. This new class of 
AIDS drugs works by inhibiting the 
production of the enzyme required for HIV 
replication. Protease drugs are not acure 
for AIDS, but they are expected to become 
anintegral part ofan anti-HIV strategy that 
involves combining multiple drugs to slow 
disease progression. The plan is to attack 
HIV in as many vulnerable spots as 
possible, which is critical because HIV 
mutates rapidly and thus becomes 
resistant to any one drug. AIDS 
researchers, however, are worried that 
resistance to one protease inhibitor may 
lead to resistance to others. Hoffmann-La 
Roche says it does not predict that such 
resistance will be a problem. Another 
problem with regimens of drugs is the 
cost. Several insurance companies and 
Medicaid will not pay for more than one 
drug. The wholesale price for one year’s 
supply of saquinavir is $5,800, though the 
patient may receive financial assistance 
from the manufacturer if qualified. 


“Interfaith Task Force Marks 10th Year” 
- Boston Globe 

Established in 1985, at a time when many 
churches hesitated to deal with AIDS 
because it was thought of as a homosexual 
disease, the Ecumenical Task Force on 
AIDS has provided comfort and catharsis 
for thousands of people affected by the 
epidemic. Tuesday marked the interfaith 
organization’s 10th anniversary, which 
was recognized at a service in Boston’s 
South End. Episcopal Bishop M. Thomas 
Shaw was to deliver the sermon, as well 
as panels from AIDS memorial quilt. The 
task force has held more than 150 of its 
healing services in 90 different places of 


worship in Boston and eastern 
Massachusetts, including Martha’s 
Vineyard. ’ 


“Agenda: Respect Yourself” - Advocate 
The U.S. Centers for Disease Control and 


From the HIV/AIDS Battlefront 


Prevention (CDC) has launched a new 
public-service-announcement campaign 
titled “Respect Yourself, Protect Yourself.” 
The effort includes 12 television and 
seven radio commercials geared toward 
the 18-25-age group. One ad featuring 
gay menshows a young African-American 
man walking around New York City’s 
West Village with a young white man 
from the Midwest who says he never 
thought he would be infected with HIV. 
The announcements are the product of a 
partnership between the CDC and 
community-based AIDS groups. ACT UP 
Golden Gate member Edward Zold, who 
participated in the collaboration, noted 
that the ads are very different from the 
last group of public-service 
announcements, which did not mention 
homosexual men. 


“Scope of the AIDS Epidemic in the 
United States” - Science 

Inthe journal Science, Philip S. Rosenberg 
reports that a deconvolution method 
called backcaiculation was used to 
estimate the nation’s age-specific HIV 
infection rates as of January 1993. Using 
this technique, there were an estimated 
630,000 to 897,000 HIV-infected children 
and adults—including up to 150,000 
women—at that time. Among white 
males, particularly those over ihe ane a 
30. the estimated rate ection 


agecreased significantly over time 
However, incidence of HIV seems to have 
remained steady among both women 
and minorities. Prevalence was greatest 
among young adults in their late twenties 
and thirties and among minorities, the 
study concluded. According to 
Rosenberg, if HIV infection rates continue 
at the levels indicated by these models, 
the virus should be regarded as an 
endemic infection that will touch 
successive groups of young people. 


Sunday, the Rabbi Got AIDS - Village 
Voice 

Most Orthodox Jews are hesitant to 
acknowledge that AIDS exists in their 
communities. However experts estimate 
that in New York, some 15,000 of the 
area’s 2 million Jews are HIV-infected. 
No one knows how many cases are in the 
Orthodox societies because virtually all 
are kept are concealed. Transmission 
routes such as sex with prostitutes and 
sex with injection drug users have been 
mentioned, but the majority of all HIV 
infections in these communities come 
from men having sex with men. For 
Orthodox Jews, this is the worst possible 
way because the Torah condemns 
homosexuality. Oftentimes, HIV 
infection—no matter how the virus is 
acquired—is seen as evidence of that 
person’s homosexuality, a sin which can 
affect the whole family. Seropositive Jews 
often leave their communities, searching 
for more accepting ones, while others 
stay but guard their secret closely for fear 
of being shamed and outed. Denial is a 
serious problem among many gay 
Orthodox Jews. One Orthodox woman 


says she had to watch her 
homosexual brother die from AIDS 
with hardly any sympathy visits 
from people in the community 
because her parents did not want 
his sexuality or his infection known. 
Sarah’s outrage about the denial 
andignoranceledherto help found 
the Tzvi Aryeh AIDS Foundation, 
one of the first AIDS organizations 
specifically geared toward the 
Orthodox community. Volunteers 
are currently working to establish 
a Yiddish-language AIDS hot line 
and organize groups to visit people 
with HIV and AIDS. 


“AIDS: The Truth at Last?” - 
Investor’s Business Daily 

Anew study published in the journal 
Science indicates an AIDS 
epidemic that is both smaller than 
the government has said and one 
that clearly discriminates, writes 
Reason Magazine’s Michael 
Fumento in a guest editorial in the 
Investor's Business Daily. 
Fumento notes the overwhelming 
differences between infected 
groups. In January 1993, for 
example, just one in 2,000 white 
women between the ages of 18 


one s males. 
Furthermore, the rate for black 
females was one in 135, the rate 
for black males was one in 44, and 
the rates among Hispanics were 
one in 294 females and one in 69 
.males. Study author Philip 
Rosenberg of the National Cancer 
Institute used a technique called 
back calculation which involves 
looking at the number of current 
AIDS cases and then calculating 
back to when the infections must 
have occurred. The U.S. Centers 
for Disease Control and 
Prevention, meanwhile, has been 
forced to lower its projections as 
well as its infection estimate. 
Fumento claims that by denying 
the true risk factors involved in 
AIDS, the people least at risk live 
in terror while those most at risk 
become complacent.

Recently the Court of the Wild Roses announced that they 
had raised $10,000.00 over the last two years for Kairos 
House. The cheque was presented during the month of 
November. That’s a lot of make-up and sequins from our 
local drag queens, and an achievement that | believe is 
unsurpassed by any other local lesbian or gay group! 


Participating in the inauguration of the first City of Edmonton 
Youth Council in May - Twenty-four young people selected 
advise the city on the needs and hopes 
of youth. | was lucky enough to be appointed as City 
Council’s representative to this group. Meeting and working 
with these extraordinary people reconfirmed my faith in 
the City’s future. 


Campaigning for re-election culminated in an October 16th 
victory to again represent Ward 4. It was a bittersweet 
evening as | barely won, and watched Sherry McKibben 
and Jan Reimer go down to defeat. Being gay and 
withstanding the “winds of change” in Edmonton is tough. 


Enjoying the fun and goodwill of EVM’s November Concert. 
To see so many friends singing and giving of themselves 
was great. The talent of Edmonton’s gay and lesbian 
community is overwhelming as evidenced that same 
weekend with the 5 day “Loud ‘n Queer Festival at Catalyst 
Theatre. 


Closing 1995 with approving the City’s $1.3 billion budget for 
1996. Ranting and raving over the expenditure of over a 
million dollars on a dog kennel while going down to defeat 
on maintaining bus service at 1995 levels ( $650,000.00 
), building a new library in the southwest ( $1.6 million ), 
or restoring funding to Edmonton’s non-profit social service 
organizations ( $140,000.00 ). 


The new year has me worried about the fate of the Gay and 
Lesbian Community Centre (GLCCE) and the youth group. 
Financial and personal issues plague both groups and 
present a real challenge for our community. Perhaps the 
Court of the Wild Roses will make things happen for them 
as they have made GLCCE one of their fund-raising 
challenges over this next year. 


March brings the World Figure Skating Championships t 
Edmonton. Watch for the women’s competition. Midori Ito 
returns while 15 year old Michelle Kroan has the grace, 


maturity, technical prowess and appeal to take the gold medal. 


Women’s issues - pay equity, violence, poverty - may be dismissed and 
forgotten at the City as a very male dominated City Council exerts its 
influence and power. 


In 1996 the AIDS Network celebrates its’ 10th anniversary. As a co-founder 
| am pleased and gratified with the work of the Network while | continue 
to mourn the death of many close friends. 


Keeping Canada whole with a national identity in 1996 is going to be difficult. 
It seems to me that we have most provinces trying to grab more power 
at the expense of the National Government. 


The past year was not easy for me or for many other people, and | expect _ 
1996 will be rough. Living as a lesbian or gay man in Edmonton will not be 
easier or better - it will be tough work. For me, and | think most of us, getting 
through each day entails the courage to step forward and take responsibility 
for our actions. Additionally | must try to change the world | live in during 1996 
in a number of ways as a gay man, an Edmontonian and a politician. | will 
not nor can | do this alone. Each of us is responsible for changing the world 
we live in, and making it a better place for all - gays, lesbians, biséxuals, 
elderly persons, children, women - all Edmontonians.

I began d. j. ‘ing at the Roost and 
I was, indeed, a novelty. Showing fairly 
astute foresight, the then owners already 
perceived that gay women, just like the 
men, liked to dance, to drink, to party 
and yes, in their own sly way, to cruise. 
What a gift. ( and what an awesome 
Challenge) to take a group of virtual 
strangers, separated into their protective 
cliques, and, by the sheer joy and force 
of music, dance music, take them ona 
ride of rhythm, energy, fun and sex. 
Oh yes, sex is a force in music and, in 
a gay club, sex and motion, eye contact 
and body movement, all compose the 
excitement and possibilities of a night 
“at the club”. 

On any given night I may find 
myself faced with requests from bright- 
eyed retro-kids, “have you heard of 
Stayin’ Alive?”, to suggestions like “you 
know, something with soul”, to “Don’t 
you have anything more trancy, hard- 
core, underground, wave...?”

that by cold reality, we are a minority within all 
other sub-cultures. Consequently, we’ve been 
blessed with the necessity of being exposed to

Consider the straight clubs: the yups have 
their own trendy venues, the bangers thrash 
away at theirs, the country folk flock to their 2- 
stepping hangouts. At a gay club, we’re all 
thrown together on one dance floor. We have to 
be tolerant, we are literally forced to learn about 
tastes, styles, and people different from 
ourselves. And for that exposure we are, I am 
convinced, all the better. In a society which 
continues to show no tolerance, much less 
compassion for us, it is essential that we ignore 
their example and accept one another. 

The tie that binds, the key to togetherness, the 
way - dare I say it - to love, is music. 

I work at Qweenz Empire now - the “new” 
club - but the challenge remains the same. 
Nothing can be more exhilarating than inspiring 
a crowd of strangers to dance, move, laugh and 
scream together. I should add, nothing is more 
embarrassing than when it doesn’t work. It can 
get quite naked up there in my booth when I take 
the wrong direction-and my inspired choice 
clears a dance floor. 

Fate has given me the “power”, if you will, 
to create a musical show that can include a bit 
of country, sometimes, or a touch of rock ‘n roll, 
once in awhile, or some way far-out wave track, 
now and then. The connecting and constant 
force I rely on isa quality almost beyond defining: 
soul. When | feel truly on the groove I can speak, 
intimately, with my voice and my music, to 
hundreds of strangers, one on one. That’s when 
you will hear me say “Fasten your seat belts - 
we’re in for a wild ride”. For me, it will always be 
a risk worth taking.

* AIDS is among the top five health issues that 
Canadians are most concerned about, according to 
the 1994 Goldfarb Report.

groups like IV drug users or gay men. 


e Over 5,000 Albertans are infected with HIV.

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* Here in Edmonton, close to 300 people 
have died of AIDS since 1981. Studies have 
shown that for every HIV positive individual, 
there are about 10 other positive cases that 
are undiagnosed. 


When the AIDS crisis began, organizations like 
the AIDS Network did not have the sophisticated 
development skills of the more established 
health charities. It did, however, have energy, 
commitment and significant volunteer 
resources to respond with compassion and 
speed in support services for infected 
individuals. 


It’s come a long way. Today, the AIDS Network 
raises 30% of its budget through special events 
and donations; the Black and White Affair 
raises between $25 and $30,000. As the lead 
social services organization dealing with AIDS, 
the Network relies heavily on volunteers who 
provide real and valued services for people 
living with HIV and their families. Over 250 
volunteers have donated in excess of 14,000 
hours this year alone to advocacy, care, support 
and education activities. A Black and White 
Affair is proudly volunteer-driven.

(Editor's Note: In November a “news 
story” was broadcast on ITV about 
the Loud ‘N Queer Festival. The 
newscast was somewhat “twisted” 
and brought several serious 
questions about mainstream 
journalistic integrity to the minds of 
many.

At the time of this 
magazine going to press a letter 
from Ms. Fox was not yet forwarded 
as mentioned below.)

| am writing on behalf of Catalyst 
Theatre to document our concerns 
with the professional ethics and 
conduct of one of your reporters, 
Boni Fox, and the members of 
your News and Public Affairs staff. 
In September, Boni Fox contacted 
Catalyst Theatre regarding our 
annual writers’ cabaret, Loud ‘N 
Queer. Ms. Fox said that she 
wanted to do a profile on Catalyst 
Theatre and a preview on the Loud 
‘N Queer festival. On these terms, 
| agreed to do an interview with 
Boni Fox and,.at her request, put 
her in touch with James Tyler 
Irvine, one of the writers submit- 
ting a script for the festival. Ms. 
Fox interviewed James in his 
home and shot footage of him 
delivering the script to the theatre. 
Last Tuesday, an ITV camera- 
man came into the first rehearsal 
of James’s script and shot foot- 
age of the actors rehearsing. 

At no time during any of my tel- 
ephone conversations with Boni, 
during her interview with me at 
Catalyst, or during their interview 
with James Tyler Irvine, did Boni 
Fox indicate that we were to be 
the subject and focus of “You Paid 
For It!”. We were not told that the 
interviews and rehearsal footage 
would be used as fodder for an 
attack by Jason Kenney of the 
Canadian Taxpayers Association. 
When | spoke to Tim Spelliscy 
from your News and Public Affairs 
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Department last Friday, he said it has 
always been ITV’s intention to use the 
Catalyst Theatre and Loud ‘N Queer as 
the focus of “You Paid For It!”._ Withhold- 
ing this information from us was not then 
an oversight, but rather a willful misrepre- 
sentation of ITV’s intentions and a stun- 
ning example of unethical homophobic 
journalism. 

Furthermore, when | spoke to Boni Fox 
regarding Loud ‘n Queer, | made it clear to 
her that anyone can submit material for 
the cabaret regardless of their sexual 
orientation. Some of the writers featured 
in this cabaret are gay, some are lesbi- 
ans, some are bisexual, and some are 
heterosexual. | also explained that the 
sexual orientation of the actors is not an 
issue when casting the event. They are 
hired on the basis of their professional 
merits, not sexual orientation. 

In ITV’s newscast on November 15", the 
commentator said that James Tyler 
Irvine’s script “joins several other plays 
written by gay and lesbian thespians in 
the Catalyst Theatre’s Loud And Queer 
Festival.” As | have already mentioned, 
being gay or lesbian is not a prerequisite 
for having work produced at Loud ‘N 
Queer. Furthermore, the word ‘thespian’ 
is a noun meaning actor or actress. By 
using this reference while footage of ac- 
tors in rehearsal was being shown, ITV 
effectively “outted” more that 30 writers 
and the cast members. 

Boni Fox and the members of your News 
and Public Affairs staff wanted to create 
an inflammatory piece on art funding. 
Through misrepresentation, lying, distort- 
ing the facts, and fueling public prejudice 
against the gay and lesbian community, 
they got it. However, in concocting this 
piece, your news team has “outted” them- 
selves as lowlife journalists who haven't 
got the chops to find the news so have to 
resort to fabrication, distortion, and defa- 
mation to invent the news.

Our entire Broadcast Standards Commit- 
tee has now met and-had a thorough 
discussion about the ITV News story on 
Catalyst and your letter of November 20, 
1995. 
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We would like to preface our remarks by 
saying tat this incident has been the sub- 
ject of much consternation at the station 
and particularly in the news department. 
We extend to Catalyst our assurance that 
a result of this unfortunate incident will be 
a redoubling of efforts to scrutinize news 
stories before they goto air. The reality is 
that we produce four newscasts everyday 
365 days of the year. Our reporters and 
newsroom staff are human and it some- 
times happens that mistakes in judg- 
ment are made. What our station and 
editorial staff are not however, is 
homophobic and at the outset we would 
like to counter that very disturbing accu- 
sation. — 

We are also in the business of creating 
works for television and film and forging 
alliances with producers, writers and 
actors. Through public service an- 
nouncements , news, and promotional 
features, we have consistently supported 
many theatre groups and their creative 
endeavours - regardless of the sexual 
orientation of the actors or writers and 
whether the works include gay themes or 
not, without hesitation. We will continue 
to do so. Freedom of creative expres- 
sion is equally important to us as is our 
relationship with the creative commu- 
nity. 

We Sincerely regret the impression that 
was evidently left with certain members 
of the theatre community and the public 
that ITV is homophobic. However, it is 
simply not true and moreover , it is an 
accusation that is inconsistent with the 
support we have shown to the artistic 
and the theatre community in the past. 
Indeed, one of the things we specifically 
try to avoid in the newsroom is taking 
editorial positions on issues. What we 
try to do is present both sides of a story 
without imposing our editorial judgment. 
This brings us to the news item in ques- 
tion. This story did include both your 
views about the funding of controversial 
plays as well as the views of the Cana- 
dian Taxpayers Association. It was not 
our intention to endorse one argument 
over the other but merely to present two 
different opinions on what is admittedly a 
very controversial subject. We can not 
simply avoid sensitive issues all together 
for fear of people who hold particular 
views. Doesn't freedom of expression 
also mean that Jason Kenny of the Tax- 
payers Association ought to be allowed 
to voice his opinion, although there may 


be those among us who disagree strongly’ 


with those views? It is our position that 
freedom of expression has to prevail in 
such circumstances. 

We did however, fall down in two impor- 
tant respects which we very much regret 
and for we must apologize, First the title 
of the series (“You Paid For It”) of which 
the Catalyst story was a part was, in 
hindsight, inappropriately harsh and may 
have given the story a bias which we did 
not intend for it to have. We discussed 
the issue at the Committee meeting in 
some length in an effort to determine 
how the story itself andthe title got “out of 
synch.” What seems to have happened 
is that there was a breakdown in commu- 
nication between the promotions depart- 
ment which was responsible for promot- 
ing the series and its title and the news 
department which was actually putting 
the stories for the series together. In 
short, promotions was not aware of the 
actual content of the story and the news- 
room apparently misjudged the impact 
that the promotion and the title of the 


series could have on how the story 
was perceived. Had there been 
better communication between the 
two departments the story likely 
would have been placed in a more 
appropriate context. We have 
taken immediate steps internally to 
stop such a problem from recur- 
ring. 

Second, you have asserted that 
our reporter, Boni Fox, misrepre- 
sented herself and the nature of 
the report to you. Such conduct 
violates our Company Code of 
Journalistic Ethics and Guidelines 
and is indeed a very serious mat- 
ter. Our vice president, News and 
public Affairs has spoken with Ms. 
Fox and we can assure you that the 
appropriate disciplinary action is 
being taken. Moreover, a meeting 
of all news staff has been con- 
vened to reiterate the importance 
and content of the cod to ensure 
that an incident of this nature does 
not repeat itself. You can also 
expect to receive a separate letter 
of apology from Ms. Fox. 

Finally, you expressed a concern 
about our reference to the Loud ‘N 
queer Festival as including “plays 
written by gay and lesbian thespi- 
ans.” Apart ‘from the Grammati- 
cally incorrect use of the word “thes- 
pian,” as far as we know, that state- 
ment is accurate. It is our under- 
standing that Loud ‘N Queer is in- 
deed a celebration of art with gay 
themes. Nobody involved in the 
story was singled out as actually 
being gay or otherwise except for 
Tyler Irvine who referred to himself 
in his own. 
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Nor did we Say that being gay or : 


lesbian was a prerequisite to par- 
ticipating in the festival. 
In summary, we reiterate that ITV is 
not homophobic nor was there any 
intent to fuel public prejudice 
against the gay and lesbian com- 
munity. Whether we: like it or not, 
the Canadian Taxpayers Associa- 
tion speaks for a segment of the 
population on the issue of funding 
for the arts. The story was as much 
a platform for your theatre and your 
view as it was for the Canadian 
Taxpayers Association. We do 
however, take responsibility for the 
conduct of our reporter and deeply 
regret the offense we have caused 
you and other members of the pub- 
lic and the theatre community. This 
entire incident has weighed very 
heavily on Ms. Fox and the depart- 
ment at the station. 
We do appreciate your making your 
views known to us. It helps us to 
take stoke of what kind of job we’re 
doing and our internal checks and 
balances. You have made it clear 
that there is room for improvement 
and we have taken swift action to 
ensure that improvements are 
made. 
We trust this letter has clarified our 
position and hope that you find that 
our explanation , if not completely 
satisfactory, is at least sincere.

Top Verses Bottom 


by Deoge 


A person came up to me in a bar one evening and asked if I was a Top or a 
bottom.... so it made me think of something you readers might enjoy, as well 
may answer a few question. 


Is everyone either a top or a bottom? 

One perception that some people can have, looking into the 
scene from outside, is that people are either tops or bottoms. 
Either you like to dominate, or you like to be dominated. And 
sometimes novices become confused, because they're excited 
by both possibilities. 

The facts are, everyone is different, and everyone has their 
own preferences. I personally greatly enjoy topping my boy, and 
also greatly enjoy submitting to him. Some people are tops in 
every play situation, just as some are bottoms in every play 
situation, but I know people who top men but bottom to women, 
people who sometimes switch roles multiple times within one 
date, and every other spectrum of possibility! 

Whole scenes can revolve around the “who's on top?” 
question. Maybe you can have a wrestling match, and the person 
who gets pinned first will wind up being tied up. Maybe you can 
set a timer, and when the timer dings, it’s time to switch 
positions! There are as many possibilities as your imagination 
can dream of! 

Then again, maybe only one side of the balance holds any 
appeal for you, and in that case, you'll want to play with folks 
who have little desire for your side... it takes all kinds, and all 
kinds are out there. 

It is also the case that there is no necessary relation 
between whether someone is dominant or submissive in everyday 
life and whether they are a top or a bottom. Some of the most 
domineering executives secretly love being abased and abused...

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it’s a chance for them to lose control, to give up 
responsibility. And some of the most quiet, meek, 
shy-looking people you've ever seen turn into demonic 
geniuses of pain and pleasure when given someone to 
play with. Endless variety. It’s not at all unheard of for 
someone who’s done only one thing (for example, 
bottoming) to one day start feeling the urge to top, or vice 
versa. People change, preferences change; it’s nothing 
unusual. This, though, leads into the next question... 


How can I learn to be a good top? 
When first getting into the scene, it can often be somewhat 
intimidating to try playing with SM for the first time, 
especially if neither of you have done it before. Here’s this 
wonderful person, who wants you to dominate them. You 
tie them up, and they're helpless, wriggling with 
anticipation and lust... and now what do you do? 

Play with them! There are all kinds of common 
objects that produce intense and enjoyable sensations 
when applied to a helpless lover. Combs for dragging 
across the skin, feathers for tickling a frantic foot, 
Clothespins (use a couple or use many in artistic rows, 
these can be as intense as you want to make them!), ice 
cubes, chocolate syrup, strawberries (ever see 9 1/2 
Weeks?), leather belts for slapping or spanking, hairbrushes 
for scuffing or beating, and of course your own fingers, 
mouth, genitals, and everything else. Enjoy taking your 
time with your willing victim; drive them to distraction, 
then bring them to the edge of ecstasy, then back off and 
make them beg for more! —_-~ ers ee 

Remember, you can set the mood as you Wisn. You 
can be playful, amused at your own ineptitude even while 
your bottom is moaning with desire. You can be stern and 
commanding, sympathetic but nasty, jolly yet sadistic, 
anything you please. As long as you focus your attention 
on your bottom, your bottom will have a great time! Relax, 
go with the flow, and if you stop enjoying it, call safeword, 
tops can use safewords too. 

Of course, there’s no need to feel like you need to put 
all your attention into pleasing your bottom; what's a good 
slave for if not for pleasing their master? I’ve several times 
played with my boy and used him for my own selfish 
pleasure, giving little attention to his and he loved it! But 
there is no doubt that with pleasure, it is as good to give as 
to receive. Just remember, communicate, be sensitive to 
what your bottom is feeling, and you'll have no problem. 

The one thing that is quite important to remember as 
a top is that you are responsible for your bottom. As you 
begin playing with SM, you may well be placing your 
bottom in situations in which he or she is physically 
helpless and/or emotionally vulnerable. It is important 
that you recognize they are placing a great deal of trust in 
you, and in your ability to handle any situations that may 
come up. If you’re in the middle of a hot scene, and 
suddenly someone unexpectedly bangs on the door, you 
may both be startled and shocked, but your bottom will be 
immediately looking to you for protection. If something 
happens that you didn’t expect, take care of your bottom 
first reassure them that you're not going to let anything 
happen to them, and then deal with the problem calmly 
and sensitively. 

And don't be limited by preconceptions of what you 
“ought” to be doing, or worries about how you’re not 
topping “correctly”. If you start to feel pressured or 
insecure, take a step back, and ask yourself what you want 
out of the scene. Sometimes, when I've been bottoming 
for my boy, he hasn’t been in the mood to play with me

sexually, so he made me his 
slave andcommanded meto... 
bathe him and washhim! This 
was lots of relaxed fun for 
both of us, and it let her 
unwind enough to keep 
playing the way he wanted to 
play. Be honest, not only with 
your bottom, but with 
yourself. And if you are in the 
middle of a scene, and 
suddenly your honesty says “I 
don’t want to be doing this” or 
“I don’t know what my partner 
wants, or even what I want,” 
then by all means stop the 
scene, gracefully if possible. 
Better that than for the scene 
to drag on until both of you 
are sick of it. 

If you still don’t have any 
ideas, and if your bottom is 
really hot to trot, you can 
always start playing with your 
bottom and getting them 
excited in whatever way you 
know how, and demand that 
they tell youa fantasy of theirs, 
or you'll stop. Talking dirty to 
each other --trading hot 
fantasies, knowing that you 


can make then happen if you want 
to, is the best way I know of getting 
ideas for scenes. This actually goes 
for ALL sexual play, whether it 
involves SM or not! 

If you want detailed 
descriptions of positions, possible 
scenes, and so forth, you would do 
well to find a copy of Sensual Magic 
or SM 101. 


How can I learn to be a good 
bottom? 
It can also be hard to learn to 
bottom, if what you’re used to is 
topping. Giving up control, 
Surrendering, can be a difficult 
thing, when you're used to holding 
the reins in your hands. If you find 
yourself manipulating your top, 
trying to coerce them into giving 
you what you want, then you're 
what is called a “pushy bottom”, a 
bottom whois not really submitting, 
but just trying to turn the situation 
around to the way they want it to 
go. 

Some tops get off on bottoms 
who are defiant or subtly 
disobedient, and use it as an excuse 
to punish; but for other tops, 
especially inexperienced ones, it 
can be anything but fun. Making 
your top feel like they don’t know 
what they're doing is no fun for 
either of you; I know, I’ve been

there, as the pushy bottom. The solution? The next 
time you play, tell yourself that you are the top’s 
property, that their will is yours, and that your deepest 
desire is to please them. Before, if they did something 
you didn’t like, you might have suggested they try it 
another way; now, they are doing exactly what they 
want to be doing, and you are grateful they’re doing it. 
Let go of your urges to be in control; surrender to 
them, and let them have their way with you. I guarantee 
you will have a lot more fun than when you were 
trying to top from the bottom, I know Idid! 


If you are still not quite getting what you want, as a 
bottom, this solution may not last very long; you will 
probably want to talk to your top about what your 
needs and desires are, and about how you can both 
have fun getting to them. But the time to negotiate 
about what your bottom fantasies are, and how you 
might want to manifest them, is not necessarily while 
you're in the middle of a scene which you've 
pré-negotiated. Don’t get into the “Oh, yes, Master, 
anything you want, um, uh, Master, you're not quite 
doing it right!” trap. 

Relax, and respond. Quite often a top wiil enjoy 
topping you because of your reactions, the way you 
wriggle, and squirm, and cry out. If you clench every 
muscle and strive to endure without giving any sign 
that you're feeling anything, your top may get frustrated 
with the lack of feedback. Let yourself feel. And don’t 
hold your breath! Or rather, don’t forget to breathe. 
(If, of course, you negotiated a “stoic endurance” 
scene, that’s different. But don’t feel you have to act 
that way. like it when my bottoms struggle, they have 
a safeword if they need it...) 

Of course, nothing is cut-and-dried; just because 
you're on the bottom doesn’t mean you're a puppet. 


But there is a big difference between being open and * 


preferred direction. A good bottom is one who is 
enthusiastic, devoted to their top’s pleasure, willing to 
Surrender to their top’s will, open about their own 
desires (in a respectful manner, of course), and happy 
to be bottoming. 

There’s a piece of common wisdom that’s been around 
the scene for a long time, which is: the best tops are 
those who started at the bottom. | believe it’s true. If 
you have been there, felt the bite of the whip, struggled 
to get free as you were brought slowly and teasingly to 
orgasm, tranced out as the sensation from the 
clothespins washed over and through you... then you 
will be much better able to guide someone else through 
that intensely magical space as a top, because you will 
literally have been there. Plus, Starting as a bottom 
means you'll pick up a lot of hands-on (if you will) 
experience! (And as with any generalized statement 
about SM, there are plenty of people whose mileage 
varies; bottoms who have never topped and never 
want to, or tops who have never gone under and are 
still damn good. But even such tops often experiment 
with sensations on themselves before trying them 
with their bottoms.) So until the next issue.. .Play Safe!

This play by David Feldshuh is based on James 
Jones’ book, Bad Blood!: The Tuskegee Syphilis 
Experiment. It was filmed during an Illusion Theatre 
production of the play at Cornell University’s Center 
for Theatre Arts, August 22-31, 1991.The play has 7 
characters, of which one is white. The main character 
is Eunice Evers, a nurse who acted as mother to the 
400 men in the study, that ran from 1932 to 1972. 
These men were nevertold that they were the subjects 
of a study nor were they told the exact nature of their 
disease. Even after penicillin was discovered to 
combat the disease in 1946, they were purposely not 
given the drug in order to chart their health. In1973a 
civil rights attorney brought a 1.8 billion dollar class 
action suit against the government, with the 
government settling out of court to pay $37,500 to 


each survivor and a lesser amount to families of the — 


men whodied. Each survivoralso received free medical 
care for the rest of his life. 


The play is about four of these men, nurse Evers, Dr. 
Eugene Brodus (an African-American doctor) and Dr. 
John Douglas (a white doctor). The video analyzes the 
play, pointing out the way things were said, what was 
said, jargon used, and showing how VD was 
understood during that time. It is a study of ethical 
dilemmas, actually a moral dilemma. It clearly shows 
how serious the disease was as well as the racial 
tensions of the time. As a result, the fight against AIDS 
in the African-American communities is difficult 
because individuals are skeptical of what the 
governmenthas in mind. The idea that there is a white 
conspiracy to inject AIDS into all blacks still exists 
throughout the country. The video attempts to get the 
viewers to think about what happened then and try to 
show thatitis notthat way now with the AIDS epidemic. 
“The video thus brings viewers to the present day 
reality of AIDS, recent revelations of human radiation 
experiments, nations of racial tensions, and what is 
appropriate for particular individuals to say.” This is 
an excellent video to study. It does not include the 
entire production of the play.

Life Sentences: Writers, Artists, and AIDS 
edited by Thomas Avena. 1994. Mercury 
House, 201 Filbert St. Ste 400, San Francisco, 
CA 94133.

Thomas Avena states in the introduction: “I 
wanted to bring together a disparate group of 
writers and artists, having in common 
seropositivity for HIV or an extensive 
commitment to confronting the plague. | 
wanted to examine the fear of disease, the 
avoidance or indulgence of the sexual, and, 
most importantly, the divestiture of the body 
and the implications of such loss for those who 
struggle to create.” This is a book about the 
life sentence of death by a disease that is 
devastating to the arts. It is about anger, 
survival, and death as well as about the 
multiplicity of responses that those in the arts 
are able to put forth. AIDS is the material and 
foreboding figure in all of the presentations in 
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this book. These are personal experiences that are 
powerful enough to make you sit up and think. There 
is an interview with Marion Riggs who filmed Tongues 
Untied; as well as interviews with photographer Nan 
Goldin; vocalist and composer Diamanda Galas; and 
author Edmund White. Other presentations are: 
“Last Time” by William Dickey; “Vital Signs” by Essex 
Hemphill; “Marinol” by Thomas Avena; “Meditations 
inZurich” by Bo Huston; “Jade,” “Poem fora Poem,” 
and “What Silence Equals” by Tory Dent; “The New 
Eyes” by Adam Klein; “Spiral” by David Wojnarowicz; 
“Invoking Diamanda” by Michael _—_‘ Flanagan; “The 
Second Month of Mourning” by Tony Kushner; and “In 
the Post Office,” Postscript: The Panel” by Thom 
Gunn. 


This is a must read book full of the deeper insights of 
those who contributed to its making.

Perinatal Infections and Therapy: The Role of the 
Placenta edited by Richard K. Miller, Henry A. Thiede.

The papers in this book are the result of the 12th 
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Rochester Trophoblast Conference held 
September 30-October 4, 1992, in Rochester, 
NY. “The role of the placenta in the vertical 
transmission of HIV was a central focus of the 
Conference.” There is a lot of interest in what 
part the placenta plays in the transmission of 
the HIV virus from the mother to the infant. 
There are less than 18% of the children born 
to an HIV-positive mother that are positive 
themselves. So far, there is no real concrete 
evidence as to why except that the placenta 
may well limit the passage of the virus, as well 
as being a site for concentrating the virus. “In 
ancient Egypt, the placenta was believed to 
be the seat of the external soul” and “On 
ceremonial occasions a standard representing 
the royal placenta was carried protectively in 
procession in front of the Pharaoh.” The 
papers are presented within five different 
categories: “Perinatal Infections: HIV and 
Therapy,” “Perinatal Infections: 
Hematogenous and Non-Hematogenous,” 
“Cell Regulation: Genes, Hormones, and 
Immunology,” “Cell Regulation: Implantation, 
Growth Factors, and Cytokines,” and “Cell 
Regulation: Transport.” A total of 44 papers 
are presented in this volume. Some of the 
papers are: “Vertical Transmission of HIV,” 
“Anti-HIV Monoclonal Antibodies Cross-React 
with Normal Human Trophoblast,” “Anti-HIV 
Therapy and the Placenta,” Hematogenous

Affecting the Placenta and Fetus,” “Placental 
Pathology of Congenital Syphilis,”

( Motown) 

Like the energizer bunny, she 
keeps going and going and going.

Not Gonna Love Me Right” (breathy 
R&B), “Voice of the Heart” ( feel 
good anthem), and “Let Somebody 
Know” (spreading love). 

Ross enlists a number of 
talented producers who keep the 
sound fresh, although definitely not 
ground breaking. 

The standout track here is “I 
Thought We Were Still In Love”, a 
heartfelt smoky jazz tune. Here. 
Ross actually sounds as if she still 
really feels what she sings. 
Unfortunately Ross follows this 
track a extremely mediocre version 
of Gloria gaynor’s “I Will Survive”.

This is not Ross’ worst piece of 
work, but it’s far from her best.

Oleta Adams - Moving On 
(Mercury) 

Oleta Adams released her 
debut in 1992, from it came her first 
Top 40 single. Her cover of Brenda 
Russells “Get Here”, gave Adams 
instant recognition. Witha minimum 
of accompaniment the singer used 
her voice to turn the song into an 
emotional anthem. Her work on 
that and her second release were 
similar to that of early Billy Joel, a 
piano, strong songs and a great 
voice. 

However, times change and 
artists grow. On “Moving On’, Oleta 
does just that. Gone, is the raw 
simplicity featured on her first two 
releases. Instead she’s also chosen 
the glossed up over-produced diva 
route. Everything here is lush and 
smoothened out. Lots of strings 
and backup singers swell up with 
her vocals on almost every track. 
No power ballads here, ala Mariah 
or Whitney. If comparison need be 
drawn, Regina Belle or Luther 


Vandross come to mind. 

There are twelve tracks here, and to be quite honest, they are 
almost interchangeable. Great music to put on if you want to relax 
and read a book.
